Washington, Negotiations 
have taken place in the White 
House between President Kee- 
gan and President Suhmto of 
Indonesia. 

Addressing newsmen, a high- 
ranking spokesman for the 
American administration snld 
that tho two presidents had 
discussed a sweeping ran go of 
Issues, Including problems of 
global and strategic signific- 
ance. He hinted that Washing- 
ton Intended lo expand Ua 
military support of Djakarta.

POPULAR RESISTANCE GROWS 


The events surrounding Iho 
Namibian Issue provide proof 
that the South African occupants 
ol the former country end their 
Western allies are desperately 
frying to drag ouf Ihe political 
solution to Hia problem on the 
basis el UN resolutions.

ilium- range nuclear weapons, says iho INTERNATIONAL 
AFFAIRS Journal. 

It points out that (he nuclear weapons possessed by Britain 
and Prance are a reality, which cannot be disregarded. They 
form pari ol NATO's military potential, they are directly 
targeted at obfecllvcs on the territory ol the Soviet (Jnton 
and ot the other socialist countries, and. as the Americans 
themselves admit, they are Intended to complement (he US 
forward-based rmc/edr means.

ENDOSCOPES 

OF BURTSEV BROTHERS 

Ktiarkov tuvenlnrs — \'«lerv 
and Vladimir Burliev — have 
Imparled ’‘ilereo" vision to 
their endoscopes — Instuiiiienls 
lor the visual control ol the 
Inner snrlace of various parts 
and devices. They have lo their 
credit over a dozen models 
which are distinguished by their 
original design. 

A miniature head with a lens, 
a- light guide transmitting an 
Image lo Ihe outside, eyepieces 
-r-lhls is the simple schema ol 
the endoscope, says Valeiv 
Burtsev. It appeared that this 
model could not be Improved 
on. We suggested, however, 
supplying Ilia head not with 
one but two lanses placed 
at an angle to each other. In 
order not lo stretch two. light 
guides we decldod lo transmit 
the Image by. one leu*, with Ihe 
left and right allrmiatlvely, at 
Him sequence speed.

The Central Drama Theatre 
of Iho Socialist Republic oi 
Vietnam Is at present on a vi- 
sit to Hi h country in Elista, tho 
capital of iho Kalmyk republic, 
and later In Leningrad, the 
Vietnamese artists will per Form 
two plays, one by Hie modern 
Vietnamese playwright Deo
